• meeting at the precise spot where their lost 


companion was. 
A fourth ant was lightly 


pressed against the glass close to the very 
bottom of the cass, aud iu a very unfre- 
quented part of the hive, at some distance 
from any burrow, where I expected that ho 
must remain; but, the next morning,! found 
a fresh and narrow path leading straight to 
where he had been, nnd the not gone. 
Wten the first one of these had been liber- 
ated, it naturally seemed wealt and stiff after 
the compression it had been subjected to, 
and crawled away iu a feeble manner; but 
it was presently met by a companion and 
then remained motionless, whilst the other 
bigau at tho head, stroking it all over, 
round aud round, and elaborately pursuing 
the same course with tho thdrai and abdo- 
men, feeling down euch leg. 
It looked ex- 


actly like a surgeon examining a patient to 
see the extent of the injuries, nnd no doubt 
its intention iu doing it must have been 
something of the same nature. 


Soon afterward, another ant came up and 


went through a precisely similar process. 
Finally the injured ant slowly disappeared 
out of sight into the formicary, surrounded 
by several of its companions. How these 
ants knew that any of their comrades were 
incarcerated at all, and how that even then 
they know precisely in what direction they 
, should burrow, is one of those mysteries 
which baffles all conjecture. 
It shows, 


however, that they must possess some sense 
d-sveloped to a pitch of groat intensity, and 
though the theory that insects possess a sub- 
tile sense unknown to us that seems scarce- 
ly warrantable, yet it is hard to soe which 
of our five senses, however ranch developed, 
would in this case have helped to the dis- 
covery of the plight of their companions. 
If it is the sense of hearing, which they 
have so acutely, it must be modified to their 
special requirements, for they appeared 
quite oblivious to any sounds, however 
loud, which I have made for experiment 
close to the nest.
